Tbc Ofliciftl Terms. 

So completely does the terrible war 
now devaBtttiiiig Iho faireat pari of Eur. 
rope overfbudow every othur Bubjuct 
that there is very little relish for tbo 
more commonpluoo and less cxcilinjj 
themes ol everyday exiatonoi. And yet 
the sabjeou indicated by iho caption 
nndor which wo write iovo've-i oonaidtr 
etioaa auffioionily important to every 
Britiab Oolumbian to demand iriBtunt 

* and, earoest atieaiioa. la another 
eoluma wUi bo lound the oQicial Terms 
of Confederation agn-ed upon at OUu- 
wa, and very soon to be <fuOmitted for 
the aaoeptanco or lojoc'ion of the peo- 
ple whom they most nearly conoiru. 
And ooW that these Terms are no 
longer Burrouti-od hy the tuiiit of diplo- 
maiio reticence, the conmderatioit (;f 
tliem cau be approaohei with moro pre- 
cision and losB gaesswork.' It will i e 
seen at a glance that, upon one or two 
points ot oonaidorable iraporiance, wo 
wero a little asiniy; yet our forshadow- 
iiiga were for the modt part tolerably 
0)irect, while the assertion that the 
Terms were returned to our Governor 
in a form really more favorable to thi« 
colony than mat iu Which thoy loft his 
baiids will find ample jusiificaliou in 
tho texi.
